“Wiliier’said“he had received sup- 
port for the plan from all Eastern 
European countries and most of the 
western democracies, and that im- 
portant PLO officials also viewed 
the idea positively. Wilner stated 
that the only precondition the plan 
entailed was mutual recognition be- 
tween Israel and the PLO, adding it 
was essential that “hostile activi- 
ties” cease on both sides as soon as 
the negotiations began. 

Wilner criticized Defence Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Rabin, charging that he 
had given new “get tough ™ orders 
in the territories as part of Labour's 
election campaign. “Where are all 
the Labour party doves. They have 
been silenced. The Labour party 
just wants to be an imitation of the 
Likud.” he said.

From the stony hills of Elkana the 
cry went out yesterday: “If we don't 
sit here, the PLO and Arafat will.” 

Thousands of prospective voters 
were bused to a Likud rally on a hill 
hear Elkana. from which Likud

A surfeit of democracy? |PLP courts support of fundamentalists 


The submission of the candidates’ 
lists for the coming Knesset elec- 
tions, which marked the end of the 
semi-finals in our stupefyingly long 
election campaign, may be viewed 
by many as a festival for Israeli 
democracy. 

There is no other national elector- 
al system in the world which is as 
photographically representative of 
the gamut of opinions in society and 
which makes it as easy to compete 
for a place in its supreme represen- 
tative body as does ours. Each of the 
28 lists filed with the Central Elec- 
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tions Committee by the Tuesday 
midnight deadline had to plunk 
down a mere NIS 12,600 deposit and 
submit lists of 1,500 bona fide 
supporters. 

‘The last time around, 34 lists were 
filed and 31 actually competed in the 
elections after three were invalidat- 
ed for technical reasons. But the 
ease with which anyone seeking to 
run may do so under this country’s 
electoral system, raises the question 
whether we are not suffering from a 
surfeit of democracy. I would an- 
swer that question with a very defi- 
nite and worried, “tyes!” 

That ease has undoubtedly given 
us some of our best and most colour- 
ful MKs, who as individuals often 
found it personally impossible to toe 
their party lines, and wheel and 
deal, which are the conditions for 
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making it in the bigger lists. 

When Sy Aloni_ was 
bumped from Alignment list in 
the last few days before the deadline 
for filing in the 1973 elections, pri- 
marily because party leader Golda 
Meir couldn't tolerate another inde- 
pendent woman in her own faction. 
the system made it possible for her 
to scrape together several running 
mates, the ludicrous deposit and the 
signatures of supporters within a few 
days. Which is how today's Citizens 
Rights Movement got started. And 
in 1984 another outstanding mayer- 
ick, Lova Eliav, nearly made it. 

But one must also keep in mind 
that the system made possible the 
shame of the election of Shmuel 
Flatto-Sharon in 1977, whose one- 
man list got more votes than Arik 
Sharon running on his personal 
Shlomzion list in that election. The 
system also made possible the elec- 
tion of the racist Meir Kahane in 
1984. 

We now know who the candidates 
in the assumedly safe parts of the 
various lists are. For all the impor- 
tance of the act of voting, the fact of 
the matter is that 90 per cent of the 
next Knesset has already been cho- 
sen. The least that one can say after 
examining the lists is that the worti- 
some trends described above will in 
all likelihood worsen in the next 
Knesset and government. 

This should be a major issue of 
concern, but one that all the parties 
will be sure to evade in the remain- 
ing month of the campaign. One can 
perhaps find consolation in the Le- 
ninist dictum that the worse things 
get, the better.

ty), and any left-wing parties that

“We have.not made an outright 
appeal for support from the move- 
ment, but we hope it will be given 
anyway,” said Mi’ari.

- “Despite this difference, we share 
many points in common, not least 
that the Islamic Movement sees the 
PLO as the legitimate representa- 
tive of the Palestinian people, as we 
do, and does not support the Islamic 
Brotherhood.

Rebel rocket kills 35 in Kabul 


MOSCOW (Reuter) -- Thirty-five 
people were killed and more than 
150 injured when a rocket landed in 
a central square in Kabul yesterday 
during a rebel missile attack on the 
Afghan capital, the Soviet news 
agency Tass reported. 

“In the course of one hour, 21 
surface-to-surface “missiles were 
fired. at Kabul. One of them, ex- 
ploding in a central square close to 
the bus station, took the lives of 35 
people and injured 156 peaceful citi- 
zens,” Tass said. 

According to the report, seven 
people were injured elsewhere in 
the city during the attack. Tass said 
the “armed opposition” had also 
fired rockets at administrative cen- 
tres in the provinces of Gazni, Lag- 
man, Nangahar, Balkh, Baktia, Par- 
wan and around the eastern garrison 
town of Khost over the past two 
days. 


The attack on Kabul was the third 
in successive days. Tass said a rebel 
rocket attack in the Afghan capital 
killed 26 people on Monday and Ka- 
bul radio reported a similar attack 
on Tuesday without giving casual- 
ties. 

The report said yesterday that re- 
bel groups had set up posts on a 
number of main roads in Bagtan 
province “with the aim of attacking 
state transport convoys”. 

It repeated Soviet charges that 
Pakistan was interfering in Afghani- 
stan's internal affairs and said the 
Afghan Foreign Ministry had sub- 
mitted its 86th note of protest to the 
UN. observer mission in Kabul. 

“The document included concrete 
evidence of istani violations of 
the Geneva Accords and a request 
to carry out a thorough investigation 
into the attested facts,” Tass said.

TT IS COMMONLY assumed that 
the only exception to the principle 
of the supreme value of human life 
recognized by Jewish law is the re- 
moval of an impediment to the 
death of a moribund individual 
(gases). 

This exception is interpreted rath- 
er narrowly by many contemporary 
halachists. They are not prepared to 
extend it to the removal of any de- 
vice or cessation of treatment neces- 
sary for maintaining basic physio- 
logical functions such as respiration 
and nutrition. Thus, artificial respi- 
rators and intravenovs drips may 
not be removed until death is estab- 
lished. 

This view is undoubtedly corisis- 
tent with the underlying. theme of 
the Halacha relating co the treat- 
ment of the goses, which is that he is 
“considered to be a living person in 
all respects” (Semahot 1:1). 

In the Talmud and Codes, the 
tules governing the treatment of the 
dying are clearly aimed at the tradi- 
tional deathbed situation m which 
the dying person is surrounded by 
relatives and friends who may be 
tempted to put into practice various 
folk customs, such as removing pil- 
lows and placing the keys of the 
synagogue beneath the dying per- 
son’s head to enable his soul to 
emerge peacefully (Shulhan Aruch, 
Yoreh De'a 339:1).

Moldauer is sad. Young men today 
are realists. Money decrees all, 
Money the Great.

He joined a Mekorot water-drill- 
ing team as a young man because, 
on leaving his kibbutz, he wanted to 
make some money quickly to estab- 
lish a home. Drillers were paid good 
money because their work was hard. 
Moldauer planned to stay on the job 
for a year or two; he stayed 35 years,

One could do some 
things under the Germans. who 
were not as efficient as they pretend 
to be.” 
The war ended, Brysiaw re- 
mained under Russian rule; but the 
road to Pojand was opened. “I was 
elated. 1 was convinced that after 
what happened during the war the 
world would be different. It would 
have learned a lesson.” Confident- 
ly, he registered with the polytechni- 
cal school in Gleiwitz and went to 
Krakow, to visit friends. “On that 
day there was a pogrom in Krakow. 
Many of the Jews who gathered in 
Krakow after the war were 
slaughtered.“ 

A “red light™ troubled his mind. 
Moidauer says. But what changed 
his life completely was a conversa- 
tion with a school-mistress he knew 
from Boryslaw and whom he met in 
Krakow. “I told her of my plans to

been tolerable, Moidauer says, but, 


the political discussions were not.

After the War 
of Independence. when he served in 
army, Moldauer left the kibbutz. 

“My wife urged me to enroll at 
the Haifa Technion; she said she 
would support me by ber work. I

No one 
would get away with the old hec- 
toring tone these days; certainly 
Bremner is far more open-mind- 
ed and beguiling. 


Man Who Knows. His manner 
makes you long for him to be 
wrong. We all know this; but just 
the same we feel timid and inad- 
equate whenever we have to say, 
“Sorry, I haven't the faintest 
idea” ourselves. If only we could 
remind ourselves how unattrac- 
tive the know-alls are, we might 
feel a lot better about the huge. 
yawning gaps in our own knowl- 
edge. Certainly the person who 
honestly says. “I don’t know” is 
going to be a lot less hated than 
someone who always tells you ~ 
and tells you wrong. 


1 AM PREPARED to concede 
you do need some shreds of in- 
formation with which to net the 
rest: but fewer and fewer, [ sus- 
pect, as the information revolu- 
tion gathers pace. For the most 
striking difference between the 
editions of Enquire Within was 
not the nature of the facts or the 
range or even the style; but the 
staggering number of other 
places to go for information 
which the new book lists: clubs 
and journals, professional bodies 
and self-help groups, informa- 
tion centres and manuals, gov- 
emment agencies and books, 
and referral points and help- 
lines. The sheer number of such 
addresses and references makes 
one realize that the nation is 
groaning with information. 

At about the time the 1940s 
edition was being put together, 
Richard Mallet of Punch wrote 
that ignorance was of two kinds: 
Either we don't know and some- 
one else does, in which case it 
doesn’t matter because we can 
find out by consulting someone 
Ἷ else. Or, we don’t know and no- 
body else does either -- as when 
asked what happened to the crew 
of the Marie Celeste or which 
part of Piccadilly gets most 
walked on. This, he said, was a 
highly satisfactory state of affairs 
which nobody must be allowed 
to discontinue. 

It looks as if there is going to 
be less and less of the second sort 
—T bet they could find out which 
bit of anything is the most 
walked on these days — but more 
and more of the first. So maybe 
we should alt feel free to know 
less and less about more and 
more, and never offend anyone 
ever again by irritatingly know- 
all behaviour.

Bitter message 


DUDU TOPAZ is back onstage 
with a new one-man comedy show in 
which he pokes fun at every aspect 
of life in Israel. 

‘The routines come fast and furi- 
ous in Tzura Lanu, which translates 
roughly as “That's the Way We 
Look.” While some artists believe 
that audiences want to escape the 
pressing realities of everyday life, 
Topaz creates personas who join 
him in attacking problems head-on. 
The fact that his first show ran for 
more than a year-and-a-half, and 
the second lasted 14 months, bears 
out his approach. 

Playing several characters at 
once, Topaz creates a live radio re- 
port from the site where a two-year- 
old Palestinian boy has raised a 
ruckus by standing on a balcony and 
urinating on the head of an Israeli 
soldier. 

Although the child is old enough 
to know how to answer the call of 
nature, he hasn't learned to answer 
questions. so interviews are con- 
ducted with the boy's father and 


other people on the scene. A fright- 
ened local resident acts as transla- 


tor, claiming that everybody is say- 
ing, ous IDF is great. Long live 


The posiekcs Jaughs yproarious- 
ly, but then Topaz steps out of his 
characters. “We all have a right to 
talk about these things,” he tells the 
crowd, ‘because we're all 
involved.” ᾿ 

Tzura Lanu is Topaz’s third solo 
appearance onstage. As in each of 
the preceding shows, he has created, 
along with co-writer Yoe] Ripper, a 
collection of sketches and conversa- 
tions that poke fun at and raise 
questions about the outrageous par- 
adoxes of life. 

“Td be a hypocrite if I said the 
message was the main point of my 
show,” Topaz noted after a perfor- 

mance a few days ago. “The main

SWELTERING in the heat of an 
autumn sharav, one's thoughts turn 
to the cool of an ice-cold lake, or to 
the bite in the air of snowcapped 
mountain peaks, or to the moistness 
of a walk through an autumn wood, 
rain dripping slowly on one’s nose.

But when window shopping be- 
comes unfulfilling and one actually 
wishes to buy something, one can 
tum into one of the reasonably 
priced Migros department stores 
found in all large Swiss towns. Like 
most things in Switzerland, ΜΗ 


stores, started small, and grew and 
grew until it became a way of life. 
Back in the 1920s, shopping for 


tumed. When the suppliers contin- 
ued to boycott his operations, 
Duttweiler upened factories 
himself.

Gottlieb 
Duttweiler decided to offer his cli- 
ents — the housewives of Zurich ~ 
something different: items based on 
simple packaging and low prices — 
up to 45 per cent cheaper and easily 
accessible. He sent his basic items -— 
sugar, rice, pasta, coffee, soapflakes 
(for the ever-clean Swiss) and coco- 
nut oi — around to the homes in, 
sales trucks acting as “stores on 
“wheels.” : 


Understandably, while the house- 
wives were happy, the competitors 
were less so, and Duttweiler found 
himself the subject of an organized 
boycott by retailers and contractors. 
Feelings ran so high that nails. were 
thrown under the tyres of his sales, 
:fracks: Duttweiler stuck to his guns, 
and opened his first store in Zurich: 
with simple furnishings and low, tow

What does all this mean to an 
Israeli, searching for something to 
take home to the family, or some- 
thing small to fit into a last-minute 
space in the suitcase? 

It means beautifully arranged 
sales floors, where everything one 
needs, from jeans to Swiss chocolate 
to watches, [5 attractively displayed, 
easily accessible in different sizes 
and colours, and with prices clearly 
indicated. Payment takes moments, 
and goods are wrapped instantly. 

Shopping is a pleasure, and not 
too expensive, in Israeli terms. For 
preparing 2 winter wardrobe for a 


family of six, it is even worth paying | 


the air fare and doing the shopping 
there, on condition that one sticks to 
a department store such as Migros 
or Jermoli and isn't lured by the 
boutiques on the Bahnhofstrasse. 

The Leitmouf of Migros in es- 
sence applies to almost all of Swit- 
zerland — reasonable prices, high 
quality and attention to detail. 

Take the opera, fot example. In 
Zurich, it’s an event. Tickets are 
sold out weeks in advance, and the 
Swiss probably buy the appropriate 
clothes weeks in advance as well. 
Being Swiss, the audience is there, 
elegantly attired, in plenty of time 
for the first notes of the overture. 
But, being Swiss, the appropriate 
arrangements are made for those 
who do come late. At 9 p.m. the 
overture starts, the doors into the 
auditorium are closed. And those 
who find themselves outside get to 
watch che first act on closed-circuit 
television screens outside each 
entrance. 


On the night that I went to see a 
beautifully staged version of Sme- 
tana’s The Bartered Bride, two other 
couples arrived late...both Israeli. 


FOR REGULAR visitors to Zu- 
rich, there are other delights, which 
only gain from return visits. One is 
the Chagall stained-glass windows at 
the Fraumunster, with their glowing 
jewel blues, greens and reds. How- 
ever often one sees Jacob's Ladder 
or King David with his harp, one 
can only say, “Auf Wiedersehen” un- 
til the next time. 


Switzerland gives the Israeli so 
many special moments: talking Yid- 
dish in Interlaken; strolling along 
Luceme's famous wooden bridge, 
with the sound of rain gently tapping 
oni the centuries-old roof overhead; 


-eating in one of Zurich's kasher res- 


tuarants; Jooking at the Paul Klees 
in Berne’s famous Kunst Museum. 


For a regular visitor to Switzer- 


land, who sticks to the Zurich-Lu- | Pe 


cerne route, or who goes mainly for 
the winter skiing, Berne, the coun- 
try’s capital, comes as a pleasant 
surprise. 

An old, well-cared-for city, it yet 
escapes the heaviness of Zurich 
through its closeness to France. The 
central arcades with their medieval 
colonnades provide shopping as 
good as any in Switzerland, while 
the view of closely packed red- 
roofed houses several hundred years 
old from the ancient Rathaus at the 
top of the city show how well the city 
has combined the ancient with the 
new. 


The city gained its name from the 
bear that was part of its coat of 
arms. Legend has it that the name 
Bere was given to the city by the 
Duke of Zahringend. Upper Bur- 
gundy, after a hunt held on the out- 
skirts of his new town during which 
he killed ἃ bear. Today, the city still 
has bear pits, with bears to delight 
visitors. 


Bears, street markets, arcades 
and ancient buildings and restau- 
rants aside, Berne possesses one 
other attraction as Swiss as can be: 
its clocktower. 


In medieval days, before modern 
technology made time-telling a mat- 
ter of course, the “Zyiglogge” was a 
medieval marvel from which all 
manner of good came: it showed the 
official time, from which alJ other 
clocks in the region were set (and 
when there were no radio, TV or 
wristwatches to check up minute by 
minute). Distances of the roads in 
the area were measured from the 
elocktower, and the milestones on 
the old cantonal highways still refer 
to their distance from the tower. In 
the entrance archway, the linear 
Measurements (formerly elle or 
Klafter, and now in metres) were 
displayed as standard measures for 
official control. 


Inside this 12th-century clock- 
tower, its walis fully three metres 
thick, are the works of an intricate 
astronomical clock constructed in 
1530 by Kaspert Brunner, consisting 
of a beautifully painted planisphere 
and a Zodiac. 


Also a feature of the tower, con- 
structed by the same designer. is a 
figure play, including a rooster that 
crows and lifts its wings, a jester and 
a knight. The mechanical figure- 


play lasts three minutes, every hour...

The fact that this mixture of me- 
chanical genius and fantasy still 
functions after so many hundreds of 
years gives the essence of Switter- 
land - ἃ mixture of top-quality 
workmanship and quict efficiency.

An airline that runs like a Swiss watch 


THE DIFFERENCE between a 
boring or an exhausting air flight 
and an enjoyable one tends, in the 
mind of the traveller, to rest in small 
details. The choice of menu, the uni- 
form and smile of the hostess, the 
way the wine is poured, the film or 
musical entertainment - all are 
things that make or mar the hours 
one is cooped up in a sky machine. 

To make its trips seem as short 
and effortless as possible, Swissair 
puts its emphasis on four basics: tim- 
ing ~ like a Swiss watch, its flights 
keep exact time, airport circum- 
stances allowing. Its planes are the 
most modem available. Its flight 
staff can depend on changing menus 
and flight entertainment. And all its 
staff undergoes rigorous training 
complemented regularly by refresh- 
er courses. 

Visiting the Swissair training cen- 
tre in Zurich is like going to a combi- 
nation hotel schoo! and high-tech 
college. The buildings, where some 
300 persons are constantly in train- 
ing. includes multimillion-franc 
flight simulators, where relays of pi- 
lots and other staff keep the ma- 
chines at work for up to 20 hours a 
day simulating typical flight 
conditions, 

Entering one of these flight simu- 
lators. one imagines oneself already 
on course for a far destination, sur- 
rounded by all the flight equipment 
and technology of a cockpit, with 
even the possibility of moving the 
whole complex machine on its axis. 

Training is not only for flight 
crews: ground staff from Swissair 
around the world, as well as sales 
and public-relations staff, atl come 
to the training centres for initial 
training, and for annual refresher 
courses, ‘It's not a holiday -- in fact. 
it’s very hard work,” according to 
one of the Israeli Swissair staff. 


SWISSAIR has been active in Israel 
for over 40 years. 

Swissair’s agency here was inau- 
gurated in January 1947 by Dr. Ber- 
nard Weinert, Switzerland's honor- 
ary consul, in two rooms in what 
used to be the Palatine Hotel, at 28 
Ahad Ha’am Street, Tel Aviv. At 
that time, the staff consisted of two 
rsons, one working part-time. 
Every Monday, a Swissair DC4 
landed at Lod airport on its way 
from Geneva, through Athens to 
Cairo. Every Tuesday moming, the 
DC4 landed again, on its way back 
from Cairo, via Lod to Athens and 
Geneva. 

Through the difficult early 
months of the War of Indepen- 
dence, Swissair planes arrived and 
took off until the airport authorities 
announced they could no longer be 
responsible for the safety of air traf- 
fic, and the airport was abandoned 
for over a year. But until the last 
moment, a Swissair representative 
accompanied passengers in an ar- 
moured car, using the old Petah

Tikva road to the airport. 

In the summer of 1949, Swissair 
reopened its line to the new state of 
Tsraef, via Athens, and since then, 
company officials s4y proudly, the 
company's service was never again 
interrupted. During those 40 years, 
2,016,333 passengers have flown 
Swissair to or from Israel. Today, 
the company’s main offices are in 
the Migdalor Tower in Tel Aviv. 
and it employs 94 persons in five 
offices throughout the country. 

During those 40 years, three men 
have been responsible for the com- 
pany’s operations here and for its 
unusually close cooperation with the 
people of this country, When Wein- 
ert retired in 1969, after 20 years. he 
was replaced by Bruno Greif, who 
saw Swissair flights between Zurich 
and Tel Aviv reach seven times a 
week, most by DCIQ.

The profes- 
sional standard of Swissair employ- 
ees is one of the highest: we believe 
in quality. and this starts with the 
staff, 

“Even in Israe1, we don't suffer 
from balugan. And people in this 
country want quality, too, as much 
as the public in Europe." 

El Al and Swissair divide passen- 
gers to Switzerland “about equally” 
between them — “but Swissair has 
never had a strike,” says Acker- 
mann. Swissair staff “have volun- 
tarily rencunced the right to strike™ 
in an agreement with staff, unions 
and management. “It is in a sense a 

¢ apreement™ says Ackermann. 
is unique agreement also includes 
airport staff. 

What kind of Israeli chooses to fly 
Swissair? Primarily, says Acker- 
mann, businessmen and executives 
attracted by the 7:50 a.m. flight out 
of Ben-Gurion airport each day 
(and twice on Sunday). “Our time- 
table is most likely our best attrac- 
tion, with its connections from Zu- 
rich to anywhere a businessman 
needs.” 

Other attractions are the moder- 
nity of its planes, its attentive crew 
attendants...and the emphasis on 
quality. 

Swissair brings many tourists to 
Israel, some 20,000 passengers a 
year. all coming in on the 19:00 
flight to Ben-Gurion Airport. 

Ackermann won't be drawn on 
predictions for tourism this year, ex- 
cept to say: “First, we have to get 
this country out of the headiines.~

Shopkeepers have no excuse 
for not giving refunds 


Stringent provisions govern the use of cash registers and the record- 
ing of sales, and independent taxpayers are to be continually reminded 
of the importance of strictly abiding by these regulations, We have, on 
a previous occasion, dealt with the need to issue proper and written 
instructions to employees as to the use of the cash register and the 
recording of all sales, including periodical checking on the implemen- 
tation of such instructions. 50 as to avoid unpleasant surprises from the 
tax authorities. 


‘What bappens in the event of a power failure or other technical 
mishap in the operation of the cash register? Here the regulations 
require the recording of sales in a cash sales ledger wherein each and 
every sale is immediately recorded until the till has been corected or 
the power resumed. The amounts recorded in the cask sales ledger 
should be totalled up and recorded as a single amount in the cash 
register. The receipt slip from the cash register must be attatched to 
the ledger, confirming the total entered. 


Israeli businessmen seem reluctant to refund monies for the return 
of goods. The widespread introduction of cash tills some years ago and 
the accompanying stringent regulations, seem to have provided these 
businesses with a “respectable” excuse for not refunding funds. How- 
ever, this is not the case. 


Where a buyer returns goods together with the original invoice or 
sales slip, the businessman may record the details of the buyer and the 
goods returned on the invoice, and the date and amount refunded to 
the buyer. The business should also ensure that the buyer signs the 
invoice or sales slip. confirming that he or she has returned goods for 
the amount stated. However, where the buyer no longer has the sales 
slip or invoice, the seller may issue a credit note giving full details of 
the sale, the buyer, the goods sold and returned. The buyer who 
returned the goods should sign this note and it will serve as a document 
confirming the return of goods in the future. ᾿ 


The VAT authorities, it appears, will not allow the VAT on the 
goods to be set off unless the original invoice or sales slip is returned 
with the goods or, alternatively, the buyer has signed the credit note 


confirming the return of the goods.

from countries such as Portugal and the Philippines. The tax authori- 
ties are keeping abreast of events and have recently issued directives 
as to how such workers are to be treated for tax purposes. Foreign 
workers are liable to Israeli income tax on their salaries, similar to the ἡ 
principle governing other workers, save that they are not entitled to 
tax credits and are liable to regular income tax rates as stipulated by 
law. Where the period worked is less than a year, then such tax 
ker erg must be done proportionately so as to allow for the pro 
rata basis. 


Special income tax provisions permit the deduction of certain ex- 
actually incurred by the foreign workers who have been 
brought to Israel by an Israeli business or company in order to do 
certain specialized work. These expenses include accommodation or 
rental of an apartment and the amounts spent on meals. (Here the 
amount may not exceed NIS 70 per day.) The latter must actually be 
incurred, and is not a gross figure which may be allocated over the 
period of time involved. The expense on accommodation or rental of 
apartment is deductible only where proper documents exist and is 
allowable only where the worker has, in fact, incurred the expense. 


Where the employer or manpower company provides the accommo- 
dation, then the expense will not be deductible but the employee will 
not be liable to tax on the value of such accommodation provided. It is 
interesting to note that tlie tax authorities have instructed that where 
the amount spent on meals per day does not exceed NIS 25 per person 
(for all three meals) then there is no need to examine any further. 
Where the amount exceeds NIS 25 per day, thé tax inspector may 
request further proof that the amount has actually been spent. if 
receipts are not provided the onus is on the employer, worker or 
manpower company to show that the income earned required the 
worker to spend the amount claimed. It should be borne in mind that 
the salaries of many of these workers is generally low. Where such 
workers are supplied with meals at the place of work these are not 
taxable but the number of meals which they may claim in expenses 
Iaust be reduced accordingly from their salaries. 


What the tax authorities do state is that the air ticket from the 
workers’ home country to Israe] and back again is not deductible in the 
hands of the worker. This is similar to the principle governing the 
travel expense from the home to the place of work. In fact, where the 
tickets have been paid for by the Israeli employer, then the amounts 
paid must be added to the workers’ salary and income tax deducted 
accordingly, Where the employer is liable to employers’ tax on salaries 
of regular workers, then such provisions will apply to the salaries of 
foreign workers as well. Finally, it should be noted that the salaries of 
foreign workers are liable to income tax irrespective of where the 
salaries are in fact paid. The decisive factor here is the place where the 
income is produced and this is clearly Israel. The only exception for 
this may be certain irregular instances which are governed by double 
tax treaties which have been concluded between Israel and various 
other countries.

STOCKHOLM (Reuter) -- Sweden, 
which suffers some of the world’s 
highest taxes, is also home to some 
of its most practised tax evaders. 

Even the ruling Social Democrati- 
cic party, which, in the 50 years it 


has been in government since 1932, 


has used high taxation to foster so- 
cial equality and finance the welfare 
state, agrees that the system is not 
pea ag properly and needs over- 


“High marginal tax rates encour- 
age tax evasion. They encourage the 
growth of an informal ‘grey’ econo- 
my,” said Finance Minister Kjell- 
Olof Feldt in a speech before this 
month’s genera] elections, in which 
the Social Democrats swept back 
into power. “High income earners 
have leamed to use a complex sys- 
tem of deductions to reduce their 
tax burdens. Both for reasons of 
equity and efficiency, a tax reform is 
badly needed,” he said. 

Others put it more bluntly. 

“Sweden has reached the upper 
limit for taxation. The burden is just 
too heavy,” said Bengt Westerberg, 
leader pf the opposition Liberal par- 
ty. “High taxes have turned us into a 
nation of cheats,"’ said Bjorn Tallas- 
Wallberg, head of the Swedish Tax- 
payers” Association, an organization 
of 170,000 members campaigning 
for lower taxes. 

“It’s awful to see how the Social 
Democrats have ruined one of the 
nicest and most honest people in the 
world,” he said. 

Measured as a percentage of gross 
national product (GNP), Swedish 
taxation leads the world with 52% 
compared to 39% in Britain, 29% in 
the United States and 28% in Japan. 

Income tax, which is combined 
with municipal taxes, starts at 35% 
and climbs swiftly to a marginal rate

summer. 


The changes involved are both or- 
ganizational and personal. They re- 
flect Hapoalim's role as the main 
banker to the big borrowers of the 
Israeli economy, as well as its more 
recent expansion into consumer 
lending and its aggressive penetra- 
tion of the self-employed and small 
business markets - all areas where 
the bank traditionally had a minor 
Presence. 

This expansion has bousted Ha- 
poalim’s share of domestic lending 
well past the 40% mark that it held 
for many years. Even this was larger 
than the share warranted by the 
bank's proportion of the total assets 
of the Israeli banking system. which 
is nearer 35%, although a large part 
of that gap is antributable to Hapoa- 
lim’s smaller overseas presence, rel- 
‘ative to its rivals. 

Under the new framework. the 
credit department will be split into 
two almost autonomous divisions, 
with the head of each sector holding 
the rank of deputy department 
head. 

The first of these is the corporate 
credit division, which will be man- 
aged by Ya'acoy Elinav, who was

Central bank warns on saving schemes

The Bank of Israel has decided to 
get tough with the commercial 
banks over the saving schemes’ 
terms they offer the public. 

Apparently alarmed by the pleth- 
ora of complex schemes recently in- 
troduced, which include options in- 
volving linkage to various foreign 
currencies and the ability to switch 
from one channel of saving to anoth- 
er during the scheme’s lifetime, the 
Supervisor of Banks this week is- 
sued a new directive containing both 
guidelines and warnings for bank 
managements, on 

The directive requires the full se- 
nior management team of each bank 
to discuss in detail the terms of ev- 
ery new saving scheme before the 
bank “goes live” with it. In particu- 
lar, management must be aware of 
the effect the scheme will have on 
the bank's liquidity position. and 
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whether it might cause the bank to 
expose itself to risks stemming from 
exposure to changes in interest rates 
or forms of linkage. 


These could occur if the “cover™ 
available for the saving scheme is for 
a different period. or based on a 
different form of linkage -- whether 
to the index or to one or more for- 
eign currencies ~ than the obligation 
the bank has taken on itself by ac- 
cepting deposits under the scheme. 

The Supervisor noted that in the 
past banks have suffered losses from 
failing to fully cover deposits with 
suitable loans or investments. ᾿ ‘. 

The Supervisor's department 
promised to monitor the operation 
of savings schemes more closely in 
the future, and intervene directly if 
it concludes that they involve unrea- 
sonable risks to the banks that offer 
them.

Computer scam 
fools dozens

TEL AVIV -- Two men have been 
remanded for involvement in a scam 
in which they set up a dummy com- 
puter company that deceived dozens 
of businessmen. 


Emil Entenberg, 33, of Haifa, and 
Gregory Mishell, 34. of Bat Yam, 
were remanded for eight days by the 
Tel Aviv Magistrates Court after a 
tipoff by a suspicious porter helped 
police trace the suspects. 


Two months ago, a man who 
called himself Erwing Levi opened 
an account under the name of a firm 
called Lam Technologies 1986 at the 
Givatayim branch of the First Inter- 
national Bank, using an identity 
card stolen from a Rishon Le-Zion 
man. He also rented large offices 
and stocked up with computers, la- 
ser printers. air conditioners and 
other electronic equipment, bought 
with his new chequebooks.: 

Last week, the company's 
cheques started to bounce. When 
angry wholesalers came to claim 
their money, they found the offices 
and storerooms locked and empty. 
Police began investigating and dis- 
covered that the Lam company was 
not registered anywhere and in fact 
did not exist. 

Police were assisted in cracking 
the case by an alert porter. 

A couple of weeks before the 
managers of Lam disappeared, they 
bought a 6 quantity of wireless 
telephones. porter, who loaded 
the telephones into the suspects" 
car, did not like their behaviour and 
made a note of the licence number. 

Thousands of shekels worth of al- 
legedly unpaid-for equipment was 
seized from the homes of the sus- 
pects. Police are still looking for the 
mysterious Erwing Levi, described 
as about 40 years old, well built, 
thinning reddish blonde hair, large 
nose. The man is described as very 
friendly. Police ask businessmen 
who had any deals with Lam to call 
Chief Superintendent Avni at 03- 
628278.
